Jivered unto the nations. Pardon me, Sir! "Puis is not to instruct, 
for L know I speak to one of à more cleur aud quick sight tan my 
self; bat LE speak this, becanse God hath please 19 grant me a 
Happy victory over some part of those rchellisuspirates, Hrat so long 
have molested the pracenble trade of Europe; au liatli prescuted 
further vccasion to rovt out the generation of those, wlio brave been 
so pernicious to the good of our naltwus: Ermeun, suce nt at 
pleased God to be so auspicious in our begauniugs, in Ile cuu-
